LUE and white 

pitcher 4% inches high. Vine 
border with symbol of peace and 
plenty under the spout, embellished 
with the eagle (shown) and on the 
reverse with Liberty head symbols 
that were on the United States gold 
coinage of 1795 to 1806. According to 
best authorities this ware was potted 
early in the 19th century. Examples 
shown is unmarked.

Another pitcher of historical sig- 
nificance (illus. above) is this copper 
lustre and orange banded example 
5% inches high. Three oval vignettes, 
transfer printed in sepia tone, embel- 
lish the orange band. The vignette 


shown features General Lafayette 
with allegorical figures. The others 
(not seen) feature a medallion of 
fruits, and a portrayal of the surren- 
der of Cornwallis at Yorktown. The 
date of this lustre is after the War of 
1812. Recapture of the American mar- 
ket by the potters of Staffordshire 
was achieved by such historical wares. 

The pitcher shown on the cover 
was sold at auction in 1954 for $25; 
the lustre pitcher for $90. Both 
pictures are shown through the 89

T is doubtful if a soul exists who does not enjoy a bargain. What's 

more, half the fun of a bargain is sharing it—and especially if it 
is one that imparts knowledge. I have before me twenty-one 6x9” 
paperbound booklets, each with from 48 to 68 pages. These are 
called the Historic Handbook Series, published by the National 
Park Service, ranging from 20¢ to 30¢ apiece. The whole series cost 
only $4.90. Essentially, each is about a National Park, but the 
buildings and historic lore that each park and/or battlefield con- 
tain is material the average historian and collector might not 
associate with parks, as such. 

In addition to maps, visitor facilities, thumbnail historical 
sketches, directions for reaching the spot, etc., here are the types 
of valuable illustrations to be found throughout the series, with 
descriptive backgrounds: early oil portraits; lithographs of battle 
scenes and activities; early photographs and photographs of 
representative objects recovered at the sites, such as ceramics, 
personal and household objects, bottles, etc.; pictures of authen- 
tically furnished interiors, exteriors, gardens, churches, store- 
houses, monuments, and archeological projects. 

Here is the list (by state and booklet titles) of the twenty-one: 
Montana, Custer Battlefield. Mississippi, Vicksburg. D. C., The 
Lincoln Museum and the House Where Lincoln Died. Maryland, 
Fort McHenry. New York, Saratoga. Georgia, Fort Pulaski. 
Tennessee, Shiloh. South Carolina, Fort Sumter. Wyoming, Fort 
Laramie. New Jersey, Morristown, a Military Capital of The 
American Revolution. North Carolina, Fort Raleigh. Pennsylvania, 
Independence, Fort Necessity, Gettysburg, Hopewell Village. Vir- 
ginia, Manassas (Bull Run), Petersburg Battlefields, Yorktown, 
James Towne In The Words of Contemporaries, Jamestown, The 
Town Site And Its Story, Lee Mansion. 

What vacation opportunities for the antiquarian — and if you 
can’t get to one or more of these places this summer, any one of 
the booklets will give you an armchair vacation. You'd like one, 
or maybe all? Just drop me a note and I'll tell you how to get them. 

Cattle Prints (page 24) by the late Carl W. Drepperd is one of 
several articles the author had prepared for Spinning Wheel prior 
to his untimely passing in March of this year. This particular text, 
to his knowledge when he prepared it, and to ours at this writing, 
is an untouched field of print collecting. It offers real opportunity 
to collectors and dealers with vision, notwithstanding its 19th 
century origin. It is the type of collectible of which Carl Drepperd 
was particularly conscious, and about which he inspired this 
magazine’s consciousness. He left with us a feeling of responsibility 
to keep our readers abreast of quality items, which, representing a 
later than ordinary date in the present collecting trend, would, if 
now acknowledged, be salvaged, appreciated, and attain their 
rightfully deserved place in the annals of Americana collecting. 

We feel fortunate in having available a stockpile of antiques 
research by this noted author and antiquarian which will be 
presented in SPINNING WHEEL until it is depleted. What can 
never be depleted is the great and good effect the works of 
Carl Drepperd had on 20th century collectors. ba

Many thanks for the April cover 
and article on paperweights by Doris 
Green. Her article was an accurate 
resume of the history of old glass 
paperweights. Articles of this kind are 
too far and few between, although I 
would say the Spinning Wheel has 
done much and perhaps more in 
promoting the hobby of collecting 
paperweights than any other antiques 
publication. I must take exception to 
your identification of the origin of 
two weights, (1) on the cover, the 
bottom flower weight I believe to be a 
Saint Louis and not a Baccarat, and 
on page 12, I believe the aster flower 

weight to be a Sandwich.

On the cover the bottom weight is 
evidently a Saint Louis product, not 
a Baccarat; on page 12, the picture in 
the middle is not a Saint Louis, but 
no doubt a Sandwich weight. . . Again 
on page 12, the author says that the 
hall mark of all Clichy weights is a 
small rose and that it is always to be 
found in every genuine Clichy weight. 
While a Clichy rose, which, by the 
way, exists not only in pink and 
white, but in yellow, green, purple, 
etc., is like a signature of the factory, 
there are many, many Clichy weights 
—and beautiful examples — without 
any Clichy rose in them. Some weights 
also have the letter “C” in a cane.

July 4th Bank Displays 


HE Grammatan National Bank of 
Bronxville is noted throughout 
Westchester County, New York as a 
progressive financial institution cen- 
tering in perhaps the wealthiest com- 
munity of Westchester. Bronxville is 
not only well-to-do in terms of sub- 
stance and income, it probably has 
more antiques collectors per hundred 
of inhabitants than any community of 
record. It has an antiques appreciation 
class, three antiques shops, three gal- 
leries and a Bank that celebrates the 
4th of July with a display of antiques 
worthy of a Madison Avenue shop. 
Display in the above picture is 
centered on a fine carved wood eagle, 
flanked by celebrative flags from the 
Centennial of 1876. At lower left is a 


small carved eagle and a cast iron 
eagle from the cornice of the old post 
office at Carlisle, Penna. In fore- 
ground is a cut paper eagle, framed, 
and at right a framed “primitive” 
print of the signing of the Declaration 
of Independence. 

Notable in the picture below, from 
the Bank’s second window display, 
are a Bellany eagle, a molded sheet 
metal eagle, gilded, a small “Schim- 
mel” eagle, a painted eagle in gold 
frame and a huge stoneware crock 
with a magnificent blue eagle carry- 
ing a suitably inscribed ribbon.

Origin And Development Offer An Interesting 
Pursuit To Those Whose Pleasure Lies In. . . 


Collecting Old Salts 


By Ameuia E. MacSwiccan 


HROUGHOUT all known history, 
salt has been a prized necessity. 
Italy’s Via Saleria was the route fol- 
lowed by the early traders in that 
commodity. Our important word “‘sal- 
ary” comes from the Latin for “salt 
money,” the allowance given the Ro- 
man soldier. In the Middle Ages in 
England, it was the rarest of all table 
condiments, and the “standing salt” 
introduced during that period, was 
elaborate and handsome in gold or 
silver as befitted its precious contents. 
Up until the 17th century, the entire 
English household, from master to 
lowest servant, ate together in a com- 
mon hall. The master’s table stood on 
a raised dias at one end of the hall, and 
before him were placed the salts. 
Strict was the protocol, and only the 
master and his chosen guests sat 
“above the salt.” Happily we find that 
trencher salts, smaller containers, 
from which salt could be lifted on a 
knife blade to the plate, or trencher, 
were placed strategically on the long 
tables for lesser folk. While these ear]l- 
iest standing salts were great in social 
importance, they were not as elaborate 
by far as those of later periods. One 
most elegant example is recorded by 
Charles I, in his diary in 1625, as being 
of gold, weighing 150 ounces, studded 
with sapphires, rubies, pearls and em- 
eralds. 
The Tudor period produced standing 


salts with rectangular or cylindrical 
bodies, richly chased or embossed with 
foliage, fruit and figures. Some were 
as much as 16” tall. These were re- 
placed about 1590 by the bell salt, 
made in three sections, combining two 
salt cellars and a pepper caster, which 
could be joined together or used sepa- 
rately. This type was about 11” high. 
During the latter part of the 17th cen- 
tury, salts were fitted with a bracketed 
rim somewhat like handles, to support 
a ceremonial canopy or “care cloth” of 
fine fabric. With the reign of Queen 
Elizabeth I, smaller salts began to 
grow in popularity, and prototypes of 
the salt dish shapes we know appeared. 

In the earliest days of the New 
World, salt was scarce and costly. For 
home use, and the processing of fish 
and furs, all had to be imported from 
England. But by 1638, John Winthrop, 
Jr., son of the Massachusetts Gov- 
ernor, requested permission to build a 
salt works at Ryal Side in Beverly, 
near Salem. A year later, in 1639, a 
second grant of land was given him, 
recorded as “Adjoining the salt house, 
about 16 acres, etc.” Within a few

HE cottage ornaments of the 

nineteenth century have a strong 
appeal for lovers of folk art. The 
warm human interest of the figures, 
reflecting the lives of simple people, 
have the robust peasant humor always 
inherent in work of this genre. The 
earliest pieces are primitive attempts 
at plastic art, modeled free hand with 
life likeness and with that fresh 
imaginative quality characteristic of 
folk art from the earliest times. Their 
bold coloring, naive facial delineations 
and bucolic subject matter proclaim 
them to be of, for, and by the people. 


These “chimney pieces” or “image 
toys”, as they were variously known, 
were never intended to be sculptured 
statuettes of perfection and sophisti- 
cation. Their earthy charm set them 
apart from and in sharp contrast to 
the elegantly mannered pieces from 
the potteries of Dresden, Bow, Chel- 
sea, and Crown-Derby. However, the 
people’s potters were not averse to 
copying the dainty porcelains in their 
own fashion and for their own pur- 
pose, which was to make clay portraits 
to be sold at country fairs for the 
delight of the untutored eyes of that 
great rural body of English and 
Scottish cottagers. 


Although the ornaments were made 
in Leeds, Liverpool, Bristol and other 
English provincial towns, the great 
majority were made in northern 
Staffordshire, a district known simply 
as “the potteries”, comprising less 
than twelve square miles. This area 
held rich deposits of clay, with coal 
nearby to fire the kilns, as_ well 
as deposits of lead, copper and iron 
to supply the necessary metallic colors 
and glaze. 


In fact, attribution of these figures 
is so general to Staffordshire, that 
they are commonly called “Stafford- 
shire ornaments”. It should not be 
forgotten though that potteries in 
Ireland, Scotland and Wales also 
made figural wares. Many vacationing 
collectors in the British Isles are find- 
ing—and buying—these figures in the 
land of their making, seeking out 
those from the Belleek Potteries, so 
breathtakingly beautiful in the classic 
tradition, those exceptionally charm- 
ing pieces from the Scottish Preston- 
pans Pottery and the Verreville Pot- 
tery at Glasgow, and those rare ex- 
amples from Wales. 


Most of the figures were made well 
after 1800, though their manufacture 
began in 1760. The earliest ones, now 
extremely rare, were of coarse pot- 
tery covered with slip and then deco- 
rated, in a creamy ware without 
color. The salt glaze type, equally

rare today, had a curiously pitted sur- 
face like that of an orange peel and 
usually depicted a pair of figures, 
colorless except for the black or 
brown beady eyes, which gave a 
startling, but highly amusing, effect. 
The marbled figures of the elder pot- 
ter Astbury and his son Thomas are a 
third early and rare type to be 
studied only in museums and choice 
collections, Other well known early 
potters of these figures were the 
Woods family, Ralph, Aaron and 
Enoch, Wedgwood, Whieldon, Adams, 
Poole and Turner. Their pieces, rarely 
signed, may be identified only by 
style and texture. 

After the early colorless ornaments, 
the potters began to employ gold 
penciling for decorative outlining; 
then gold dappling; and then came 
the familiar bold red, cobalt blue, 
green, yellow and brown to give us 
the typical cottage ornament with 
which we are most familiar. When the 
first ones were colored, the pigment 
was applied crudely with a cloth 
soaked in color pigment; later it was 
applied with a brush. Since the figures 
were made to face an “audience” and 
not to be viewed in the full round, the 
potters with true peasant thrift, left 
the backs undecorated. A cottage 
ornament in a full round with deco- 
rated back is an unusual, though not 
impossible, find. 

The potters’ choice of subject mat- 
ter in the ornaments indicates the 
market for whom they were made— 
the English cottager. Every mantel 
shelf up and down the countryside 
from Land’s End to John O’Groat dis- 
played companion pieces, a smiling 
shepherd and his coy shepherdess or a

pair of surprised spaniels, symbols of 
the friendly warmth of the hearth. 
All the farm animals were repre- 
sented: quaint cream pitchers were 
made in cow form; the horse, the 
sheep, the goat were limned, fre- 
quently with humorously human eyes. 
Other favorites were the sentimental 
arbor groups or “boskies” with their 
green trees, rosy cheeked farm girls, 
and reclining sheep contentedly crop- 
ping a green, flower-studded meadow; 
religious subjects, such as the Flight 
into Egypt; figures from classic and 
English literature such as “Andro- 
mache Weeping over the Ashes of 
Hector” or Falstaff and Hamlet; 
figures of hunters; horsemen; various 
popular dogs — the Dalmatian, the 
greyhound, the spaniel and_ the 
poodle; and celebrated personages 
such as Shakespeare, Milton, Victoria 
and Albert, Franklin and Lincoln. 

Ceramic representations of churches, 
castles and cottages were the incense 
burners of rustic Victorian parlors. In 
the open tree trunks of the boskies, 
dried grasses were displayed, or paper 
tapers for lighting the evening candles 
and fires were kept. Some were made 
as watch holders — with a slot or 
pocket for the insertion of a time- 
piece to transform the figure group 
to a clock. The early ornaments were 
always hollow throughout; the later 
ones with closed bases had a small 
hole at side or back to allow the 
escape of expanding air while they 
were being fired. 

Historic and occasionally luridly 
sensational events of the day were 
also depicted in earthenware. During 
the middle years of the 19th century, 
all England rang with the horror of 
a crime committed by one Henry 





Spaniels, one pair in all white with gold 
spots, collars and lockets, the other in 
brilliant orange-red on white. 
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Rush, the tenant of Potash Farm, 
which was owned by the squire of 
Stanfield Estate, an ancient moated 
country seat. Rush, for reasons never 
quite clear, attempted to murder the 
squire’s entire family. He succeeded 
in killing some of them; those he did 
not dispatch, he left grievously 
wounded. Poor mad Henry was 
hanged in front of Norwich Castle, 
the last execution ever to take place 
there. A set of five Staffordshire 
figures were made to commemorate 
the grisly act—-Henry Rush, his sweet- 
heart Emily Sandford, who had re- 
vealed the crime, Potash Farm,Stan- 
field Hall and Norwich Castle. A com- 
plete collection of the five is rare. 

Cottage ornaments were popular on 
both sides of the Atlantic. Not only 
were thousands of them imported, but 
American potters endeavored to sup- 
ply our rural market with an equival- 
ent “image toy” to sell for 15 and 25 
cents. From 1847-1857, during the 
height of the craze for Staffordshire 
figures, the potteries in Bennington, 
Vermont, produced various ornaments 
in their Rockingham ware — a stag 
with tree stump, a recumbent stag 
and doe, a poodle dog with basket, 
and a lion with his paw on a ball. 
Other producers of Rockingham in 
this country brought out similar 
figural pieces. These mottled brown 
wares have become rare collectors’ 
items and command incredible prices 
when we consider their original cost. 

Because the rustic charm of the 
old ornaments has never lost its ap- 
peal, demand for the pieces after 
their heyday (1760-1860) has con- 
tinued and some are still being made. 
The import law of 1891 required each 
piece to be marked with country of 
origin. Thus it is easy enough to 
identify pieces made after that date. 
However for the discerning eye, there 
are other distinctions between early 
and late ornaments. After 1850, the 
creative impulse of the earlier potter 
was subordinated to the rising de- 
mand for mass production, and the 
hand modeling, the carefully applied 
color, and the true folk quality of the 
figures became largely a thing of the 
past. Color became garish and hap- 
hazardly applied, and the modeling 
was no longer hand done. 

Fortunate are the collectors who 
garnered their cottage ornaments 
when the earlier ones were readily 
available, as in the first decades of 
this century, or who now hold strings 
to a purse fat enough to meet current 
prices for the rare pieces. Nonethe- 
less, figure collecting whether in the 
form of Toby jugs, spaniels, cottages, 
pew groups, watch holders or sta- 
tuettes is on the increase, as more and 
more collectors fall under the spell of 
these colorful clay figures that inter- 
preted in such light hearted 
fashion the work-a-day lives of @ 
early cottage folk.

The Yale Collection of 
Antique Locks and Keys 


ODAY’S electronic device that 

sets off a tape recorded alarm, 
“Help! Burglars! Police!” is a far 
cry from the crude lock fashioned by 
blacksmith or farmer to secure his 
door against the elements, in the time 
when weather, more than man, was 
the likely invader. Between the two 
lies a whole history of manners, 
morals and economic activity. 

Never has this story of social 
change been portrayed more graphic- 
ally than in the collection of antique 
and historic locks assembled by the 
Yale and Towne Manufacturing Com- 
pany, and known as The Yale Antique 
Lock Collection, Each change in the 
protective requirements of a growing, 
expanding country is illustrated in 
this world-recognized collection, as- 
sembled primarily as an industrial 
service, but extending, as all such 
collections will, into a social study.

In pioneer days when settlements 
were scattered and many homes iso- 
lated, a simple device to lock the door 
from the inside was sufficient pro- 
tection. But as trading increased and 
strangers appeared in even the most 
remote locations, prudence demanded 
—and developed—more complicated 
locks to guard home and valuables. 

There is an intricacy to the fash- 
ioning of a lock, even the crudest, 
which calls for mathematical knowl- 
edge and great precision and skill in 
hand forging springs and screws. The 
early blacksmith, turning to his metal 
oddments for material for his locks, 
and the farmer, calling on his in- 
genuity to supplement his basic 
knowledge, were skilled craftsmen. 

In urban communities, where fashion 
shared with utility, locking devices 
were often elaborately decorated as 
well as meticulously made. The Penn- 
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sylvania Dutch produced New World 
locks from Old World designs. Swed- 
ish settlers copied Swedish locks. 
French locks, with New World inno- 
vations, showed up in the Middle 
West, following the French migration 
from Canada. English-type locks were 
usual in N. Y., Philadelphia, Boston. 

With the widening prosperity of 
pre-Civil War days and country-wide 
expansion, all kinds of preventive 
locks were developed. Some were, 
to say the least, ingenious. A large 
iron “executor’s lock’’, for instance, 
required two separate keys to open— 
a small lock rang a bell when the key 
was turned—and a large brass rim 
lock would explode cartridges when 
tampered with! 

The demand for padlocks grew as 
more and more people began to own 
things of value. They were used on 
postbags, on Milady’s jewel case, on 
the tool boxes of the covered wagons, 
and all kinds of document boxes. 

A few years ago the very important 
Gillian W. S. Bailey collection of early 
American locks was added to the 
Yale collection. This comprised over 
250 locks and latches—from the small 
wooden devices of the early settlers 
to the mammoth prison locks of 
Washington's time—and as many keys 
and padlocks of all types and an- 
tiquity. Eventually the whole will be 
placed on permanent exhibit. At 
present, it is on tour—telling its story 
of artistic skill and social change, to 
various cities across the nation. Illus- 
trations shown are from the 
Gillian W. S. Bailey section of ie 
the Yale Collection.

ARRY T. Peters, the great and 

good historian of American litho- 
graphy once said to me, “Carl, prints 
of fine and prize cattle, either as 
single stone, or single stone hand 
colored, are among the rarest of 
prints. One day there will be an or- 
ganized hunt on for such prints. I 
wish I might live to aid in the further 
search for I am as much intrigued by 
them as by the horse prints.” 

No wonder then did I consider it 
good fortune, when many years later, 
six such prints came to my attention. 
Of Aberdeen Angus cattle, these re- 
cent discoveries are approximately 
6x9 inches, on stone by J. W. Hills, 
imported by and in the herd of W. A. 
McHenry of Denison, Iowa. Research 
at a considerable distance from 
Denison, in respect of the McHenry 


family, yielded valuable data.

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From W. H. McHenry of Denison, 
a grandson of the great banker and 
cattle baron, it was learned that W. 
A. McHenry, 1842-1921, was a pioneer 
in Iowa cattle raising, first having 
shorthorns and finally Aberdeen 
Angus sires. He started a herd of 
pure bred Aberdeen Angus in 1886 
which was sold in 1916. For 28 years, 
McHenry cattle of this breed won 
prizes, including 276 championships. 
An essay to the memory of William 
A. McHenry appeared in the Aberdeen 
Angus Journal, April 3, 1922, less than 
six months after his death. 

These prints, here we believe 
treated, for the first time, as Amer- 
ican antiques and American litho- 
graphs worthy of the attention of all 
collectors and print men, are of 
championship stock. Their discovery

Sod House Architecture 


By RutH and Bop McCauLey 


ACH part of the United States has 

had its own early American archi- 
tecture. The East had its salt box, 
stone, and brick houses; Illinois, Ohio, 
and other states their log cabins; the 
South, its pillared mansions. In the 
1860s, when the pioneers reached the 
plains of Nebraska and Kansas, the 
most quickly available material with 
which to build was the virgin sod 
itself. 

This sod, cut in strips 3% inches 
thick, 26 inches long, and 12 inches 
wide, was laid in layers, grass-side 
down into four walls, each two feet 
thick. A ridge pole was erected to 
support tree limbs forming a lattice 
work on which more sod was laid for 
a roof. Most “soddies” were only one 
room affairs and were built tempor- 
arily until lumber could be hauled for 
more substantial living quarters. Most 
of them lasted only six to ten years. 
But stamped firm and chinked with 
clay, some of these walls so resisted 
the weather that the house would last 
as long as fifty years. A howling bliz- 
zard could scarcely be heard on the 
inside. Snug and warm in winter, and 
cool in summer, they were practically 
fireproof. There were no ceilings and 
the walls were usually white-washed 
or papered. The floors were the bare 
earth, and it is said that in the spring 
the roots would spring forth with wild 
roses and morning glories in bloom. 

At one time, thousands of sod 
structures studded the plains states. 
Even schools, churches, and store 
buildings were made of sod. Today 
very few of them remain and very, 
very few are in use. Most are falling 
in ruin, back to the good earth from 
whence they came. 

The majority that are yet occupied 
have plaster inside walls and a cover 


of cement or boards on the outside. 
A number of them are even wired for 
electricity and have roof construction 
of shingle, or rubberoid covering. 

Interest is now being sparked by 
pioneer organizations in Nebraska and 
Kansas to preserve some of the re- 
maining “soddies’. A newly formed 
organization, “Sons and Daughters of 
the Soddies” has already enrolled 550 
members in 30 states, Alaska and 
Hawaii. The organizing leader of this 
group is Mr. V. A. Kear of Colby, 
Kansas, and the ground rules for 
membership, are simply: Anyone who 
was born in a sod house, lived in, 
taught or attended school or Sunday 
School or doctored, nursed or con- 
ducted Divine service in a sod house 
or a part sod house or part sod dugout 
anywhere in North America, is eligible 
for lifetime membership at the cost 
of only one dollar. Each member re- 
ceives a certificate 11x14 inches with 
a colored border depicting the animals 
and flowers of the early West. 

One of the _ nicest preserved 
“soddies” to be found in Nebraska 
is on the Milt Whitney farm near 
Broken Bow. A _ relatively new 
“soddie”, having been built in the 
early 1900s, it has seven rooms down- 
stairs, and is unique in that it has an 
upper story with dormer windows. On 
this same farm, there is also a shop 
and milk house of the same sod con- 
struction. 

It is hoped that this home, and the 
many more like it, will be recognized 
as important enough among the ef- 
forts of our ancestors to be preserved 
for future generations. The sod house 
certainly bespeaks an American way 
of life, and ingenuity, on an 
equal footing with the log i 
cabins and pueblos.

Antiques Yearbook, 1955-56. Edited by 
Donald Cowie. The Tantivy Press, Lon- 
don, England. $2.50. 


The Antiques Yearbook of Great 
Britain, with lists of all the dealers 
of any importance is a most helpful 
book for the United States dealers 
who wish to establish trade relations 
with British dealers.

In this work, with its 630 illus- 
trations, many of them from original 
sources and others from drawings by 
Ronald Escott, the author explains 
1,764 terms used in Britain and 
America. Important are the choice 
illustrations for certain old and rare 
English works on antiquity and on 
furniture now antiques “when it was 
new” are reproduced. In addition to 
many good definitions, one finds the 
cream of illustrative material in books 
of scarcity and great value, seldom 
available in any but the largest 
libraries in the United States. For 
that reason alone the volume should 
be valuable to all serious collectors. 
It is most certainly recom- 
mended to all who collect with 
some purpose. bag

These two small, but fact-filled vol- 
umes, complete the series of handbook 
studies on antique furniture which 
Century House has been publishing. 
Interest in furnishings of our early 
republic and such great cabinetmen as 
Duncan Phyfe and Samuel McIntyre 
has always been enormous. But to- 
day’s antiques lover is now turning 
from the Federal period (1797-1810) 
towards the so-called English Regency 
and French Empire. Federal & Empire 
Furniture shows both phases, but pays 
special attention to the unsung crafts- 
men of American Empire (1810-1840). 
It is good to see this too often neg- 
lected period recognized. Period Fur- 
niture, as the final handbook in this 
series of four, presents a study of all 
the basic (pre-1800) furniture styles 
from English and French to early Co- 
lonial, including notes on such masters 
as Goddard and Savery. The margin 
illustrations from the acanthus leaf of 
the Elizabethian Period to the bracket 
foot of Colonial America will be of par- 
ticular benefit to beginners, and 
a refresher for more advanced 
furniture enthusiasts.

The Fulper 
Doll Head 


By Rutu Ricker 


is was in the year 1918, 
during World War I, 
that the Fulper Pottery 
Company of Flemington, 
New Jersey, one of the 
oldest potteries in the 
country (established in 
1805) made a successful 
attempt at the manufac- 
ture of bisque doll heads. 
Due to the war, no doll mADE IN 
heads were being im- U S A 
ported from Germany. 

So, in answer to the con- 2B 
tinuing demand, the Ful- 

per Pottery Company sought out 
materials in the United States and 
went to work. 

The clay used in making these doll 
heads was a mixture of all-American 
material—F lorida china clay, feldspar 
and flint. They were fired in the kilns 
at the Flemington plant which were 
regularly used for the manufacture of 
crockery and tablewares. (This Flem- 
ington plant has since burned, and the 
pottery was re-located in Trenton, 
New Jersey.) The adjacent mark is 
the Fulper trademark impressed on 
the back of each head. The factory 
number, 2B, sometimes appears above 
“Made in U.S.A.” 

Soon Fulper was producing at the 
rate of one thousand heads a day. 
Local help was used for decorating 
the doll faces. The different facial 
shapes and expressions were a natural 
result of the firing process used in 
making the bisque. Only heads were 
made by Fulper, to be subsequently 
mounted on doll bodies by American 
doll manufacturers. 

Among the style heads which Ful- 
per made were babies, small girls, 
small boys (very rare today) and 
young ladies. They also turned out 
special head styles and sizes for such 
doll companies as the Colonial Doll 
Company, Amberg Dolls, World’s 
Standard, and the Horseman Doll 
Company of Trenton. Very large 
heads in life size were also produced. 
These mounted on forms were used 
for display purposes to model 
children’s fashions in shop windows. 
Such large heads are very scarce now, 
though several are in private col- 
lections. [Please turn to page 33]

Old Salts

years salt houses were recorded in 
Salem, Salisbury and Gloucester — all 
towns near the sea. The production of 
salt in quantity made possible the in- 
expensive salting of fish, which was 
soon, particularly the plentiful cod, 
being exported throughout the world. 

As salt itself became a cheap and 
easily procurable item to be used 
freely on every table, salt dishes, 
hitherto elaborate affairs came to be 
made of materials suited to the every- 
day purse. 

Trencher salts in silver or pewter 
were the first made by New England 
silversmiths; then for poorer folk came 
the glass salts, crudely fashioned, 
heavy and lacking in decoration. But 
large numbers were produced at low 
prices, and European importation of 
salt dishes, as had salt itself, declined. 

By 1764, Baron Steigel in Philadel- 
phia was producing fine clear and 
colored salts, prized today, with those 
in blue and amethyst most difficult to 
find. Much later, the New England and 
Sandwich Glass Company found a 
thriving market for salt dishes. Lacy 
salts in colored as well as clear glass 
appeared in varying shades of blue, 
green, purple and opalescent. Among 
their designs were featured the lyre, 
beaded scrolls, baskets of flowers, 
birds, ships, engines and famous per- 
sonages. Other glass houses quickly 
followed the trend. 

Favorite finds for collectors today 
are the rare covered examples, or the 
Sandwich “Lafayet” salts with their 
variations in spellings, or salts bearing 
distinguishing marks or initials of the 
manufacturers such as PROVID- 
ENCE, PITTSBURGH, ROBINSON, 
B & S GLASS CO., or JERSEY CITY 
GLASS CO. Nr N. YORK, or N E 
GLASS COMPANY BOSTON. 

Later salts appeared in popular 
novelty shapes, such as the familiar 
bird salts or the tree stump salt with 
the squirrel at one side. They came, 
too, in various popular pressed glass 
patterns, like Harp, Loop and Jewel, 
Stipple Chain and many others. 

Occasionally imported glass salts 
can be traced to their source. The 
Sunderland Glass Company of Dur- 
ham County, England, operative from 
the 1760’s through 1833 at least, made 
an interesting low, inch high salt of 
heavy pressed glass in round or octag- 
onal shape, with a portrait in minia- 
turist manner of royalty or other 
prominent personage placed on the 
bottom between layers of glass. Color 
in red or green was applied after the 
salts were made to the outside bottom 
layer, making a rich background for 
the portrait. 

For today’s collectors, whose inter- 
est in the elegant standing salts must 
necessarily be academic, the variety of 
Lacy salts made in this country 
through the early 1800's, and the later 
novelty salts of the Victorian 
era offer a wide field for fasci- 
nating pursuit.

At the close of World War I and 
the resumption of a free flow of trade, 
the Fulper Pottery, in 1921, discon- 
tinued their sideline of doll heads. 
However this step of Fulper toward 
American independence in the toy 
field, and similar successful ventures 
by other companies in toy manufac- 
ture, eventually changed the whole 
picture of the foreign toy market in 
this country. Toys, which had long 
been imported, were now being suc- 
cessfully produced at home, and 
American manufacturers were soon 
exporting, rather than importing. 

It would seem from Fulper’s pro- 
duction rate, of 1000 heads a day, even 
though their production was for three 
years only, that Fulper heads would 
be plentiful today. But such is not the 
case.. Bisque is fairly fragile, and 
many were damaged or destroyed 
either through careless handling in 
shipping or by hard use at the hands 
of children. 

Fortunate indeed is today’s collec- 
tor who can count a Fulper Pottery 
doll head in his collection. Not only 
are they to be treasured for their 
scarcity, but even more for their 
truly American character and 
origin. bg

The rare full length Queen Louise is 
one of the three similar she has seen. 
The Angelus and the Gleaners (a 








Royal Vienna pair) came to her 
through Spinning Wheel advertising, 
and the iris plate in purple, lavender 
and gold was a Christmas gift from 
her mother. 

To utilize the narrow space in the 
alcove formed by the fireplace projec- 
tion, the Duncans had the desk built 
in, of knotty pine like the paneled 
walls. Shelf brackets hold favorite 
pitchers; those at the top are Majolica, 
the lower two, lustre. 


(Above) Mrs. Nadine Coleman of Co- 
lumbia, Missouri, whose pleasant 
kitchen was shown in Spinning Wheel 
(dec 55) faced a somewhat similar 
problem — an alcove beside the fire- 
place, in a room she terms “door-poor.” 
Yet she has contrived a cozy corner — 
with a spacious air. A bookcase was 
built flush to the fireplace projection, 
with the bottom shelf high enough to 
allow for a carved chest (brought from 
China by a son in the service) to slide 
beneath it and serve as table for the 
chair beside it. Her husband made the 
magazine rack from screen molding, 
and she herself painted upholstery 
tacks to simulate china. The whole fits 
with her antique furnishings. The 
magazine rack is large enough to em- 
brace the entire available wall space, 
and the magazines, changed each 
month, lend pleasing color va- ip 





riety, as well as depth, to an 
otherwise difficult wall.

On all of these early safes there was 
some sort of identification plate, 
whether a trade mark, or a decoration 
to appeal to a prospective buyer. These 
are removable and, if one will but con- 
sider them objectively for a moment, 
display the same possibilities that 
developed in respect of cast iron and 
lead firemarks. Here pictured are 
three safe plates. The Log Cabin & 
Cider Bar’l plate is obviously also a 
relic of the Harrison Campaign. The 
Eagle is simply another application of 
our National bird. The very decorative 
Salamander Safe plate depicts the 
“trying” of this very safe in flames. 
There are six figures in the scene, a 
safe in a fiery furnace, and the safe 
exposed. It is lettered WiLDERS 
PATENT SALAMANDER SAFE 1843 
MANUFACTURED BY SILAS C. 
HERRING N. YORK. The eagle is cast 
iron, the log cabin and the salamander 
plate are of brass or bronze. Of course, 
to say these plates were the only dec- 
oration on safes would be an error. 
Later examples are hand painted with 
scenes of all sorts, and striped and 
curlicued with an abandon that marks 
them as one in spirit with japanned 
wares and painted toles. But, alas, 
these decorations cannot be removed 
from old safes. The plates can. So here 
begins another chapter... an- 
other byway, avenue or channel ty 
of collecting interest.

the Mississippi, as a source of desir- 
able, and even rare lithographic print 
issue. 

Nothing is known about the signer 
of the prints, J. W. Hills, and whether 
he was artist only, or he also did the 
work on the stone and pulled the 
proofs. Such details should not inter- 
fere with delivery of this most fasci- 
nating excursion into the world of 
“Sporting, Stockman, Farmer’’ prints. 
The introduction of a possibly new 
name and category of subjects in the 
field of American prints is some- 
thing of an event, and these are 7 
deserving of considerable note.
